Dear Mr. Newman: 

Thank you very much for authenticating my Massachusetts 
one-penny parchment note dated 1722. 

After receiving your letter, I tried contacting the pre¬ 
vious owner (whom I just reached last week) to ask him some 
details of a point I didn't mention to you. At time of pur¬ 
chase, the dealer did relate to me that the piece did get 
slightly wet, and he dried it between blotters, under pres¬ 
sure. I figured that that counted for the distortion, or 
variant, of print and possibly the thinness. After speaking 
with him, however, that probably wasn't the cause, since it 
wasn't thoroughly soaked, and a few books were used to exert 
pressure. I thought I would mention it to you, for what it's 
worth.

The $100 Note had a wrapper stuck to the paper causing the Federal Reserve 
District not to be printed. 

Both of these notes have a very modest premium as errors and constantly 
slip through. Most people don't want to hold a $100 bill because of the 
interest cost of holding it. I am glad to try to be of help.

In accordance with your request we have studied the 1 pence 
Massachusetts Bay Colony note of 1722 which you acquired from Henri N. 
Heller of Pasadena. 

The note in our opinion is genuine. There are three unusual 
characteristics which should be pointed out. 

(A) The circle in the design is normally round, but yours 
has the shape of an oval. Yours has a horizontal 
diameter of 1-11/32" and a vertical diameter of 
1-7/32". The note itself has a horizontal diameter 
of 1-49/64" and a vertical diameter of 1-7/32". 

Since parchmant is the material it is entirely possi¬ 
ble that the skin was rolled out or stretched after 
printing so that the oval distortion resulted. 

(B) The base line of Massachusetts is curved so as to 
rise gradually toward the middle from each end. 

Some notes have a straight baseline of the letters 
of Massachusetts, but the curvature could easily 
take place by virtue of movement of the individual 
lead letters in the course of printing. 

(C) The parchment on your piece is very thin compared 
to others I have seen of the issue, but shaved 
skin can vary. 

As to existing copies of the note, we feel we should outline 
the situation: 

In 1722 the published Massachusetts statute authorizing the 
1722 note issue had illustrations of the Id, 2d and 3d notes in it. They 
are smaller than the actually issued notes and much cruder. The Id omits 
the ornamentation on the outside of the printed circle. 

On March 16, 1866, Nathaniel Paine delivered an address at the 
American Antiquarian Society in Worcester, Mass., which was published in 
its proceedings and in separate book form under the title, "Remarks on 
the Early Paper Money of Massachusetts". In those publications the il¬ 
lustrations from the statutes are included on page 30. Paine also had 
separate copies of the Id and 2d made up with type and ornaments and 
printed them on page 28 of his book. He pasted in a photo of the 3d

following page 30. The Id copy Paine prepared has a major error in 
it, namely the hand and finger points to the first line instead of to 
the second line. Paine's printing form was also used to make additional 
copies of the Id and 2d notes on thin white paper and on a chalky white 
parchment paper. Paine's copies are readily distinguishable from the 
genuine notes. 

Crosby illustrated the Id, 2d and 3d on page 149 of his book 
copying the Id (with its error) and the 2d from Paine and preparing a 
drawing of the 3d from Paine's photograph. 

Your piece has brown aging coloration on parts of the back. 
This is normal. 

As to your inquiry as to the number of 1722 notes known, my 
records indicate the existence of 

6 of Id assuming yours is not one which came from an 
institution. 

5 of 2d 

5 of 3d. 

There could be more I am unaware of. 

We hope we have been helpful.

Your name has been brought to my attention by a Mr. Joe Webber 
as an authority on confederate stamps and coins. In a small way I 
have been collecting confederate stamps for some years; but during 
the course of my collecting, I have wondered whether or not there is 
any evidence in existance for a possibility of confederate revenue 
stamps being printed either locally by the states or by the government 
in Richmond. ' s 

It seems odd to me that with this method of securing revenue well 
established on the Union side that the south did not adopt a similar 
scheme. I have checked on this matter with some friends at the 
Boatsman Bank and Mr. Tom Smith, Chairman of the Board, some years ago 
indicated to me that he had no information along these lines. 

I am wondering whether or not you can guide me with regard to 
whether or not such stamps exist and if they do not, does such legislature 
exist in the old records of the south? Any information along this 
general line would be greatly appreciated by me.

lour letter of February 19, 1959 is at hand and Joe 
Webber, who suggested ray name to you, has been most 
helpful to me with respect to illustrated talks I 
have given on the subject of Confederate currency. 

Your inquiry with respect to Confederate Revenue stamps 
was relayed to me by Tom K. Smith quite some time ago 
and I reported back to him that I had not heard of any 
such issues. 

I rechecked in a book entitled "Counterfeit Finance", 
by Todd, which is available at the University of Georgia 
Press, and this seems to have no information indicating 
any revenue taxes of this nature. I think the use of 
revenue stamps would be contrary to the logic of the 
money-raising efforts of the south. They relied on 
large export taxes and bond sales and did not believe 
in the nuisance taxes which the north undertook. The 
south relied on patriotism to bale out its currency 
issues by refunding i nto bonds. 

I do not believe any state or local governments would 
have passed separate legisation when the lead wasnot 
taken by the Confederacy itself. 

I am sorry my information is all negative but hope that 
it is helpful.

I am vary happy to comply with your requests in your latter of June 16, 1970. 

I purchased the coin from John Burke of Abilene, Texas on April 4, 1970. Mr. 

Burke is in my opinion, an outstanding young numismatist. He is well known 
in the Abilene area and is respected and respectable in all of his dealings. 

I did not purchase the coin outright. I traded Mr. Burke 2 uncirculated rolls 
of common silver dollars and one roll of circulated silver dollars plus $11.50 
cash. I would imagine that the value of the trade would have been about 
$165.00. I know that Mr. Burke has had and sold several genuine double dies. 

When he sold it to me, he stated that "I'm selling it to you as genuine," and 
had no qualms of conscience about having it authenticated. This was a particularly 
busy time of the year for me, so I placed the coin in my stock book wher^» it 
remained until late May or early June. I took the coin to D.R. Pratt of Abilene, 

E Pratt's Coins and Stamps. Mr. Pratt who is a trusted dealer and friend advised 
me that in his opinion the double die was not authentic. I decided that since 
Hathaway and Bowers Gallery had advertised several double dies for sale that they 
would probably have a genuine piece for comparison. They stated that because of 
the lack of detail on the obverse and slight doubling under magnification of the 
" 0 " and "n» on the reverse, that its authenticity was doubtful. They urged me 
to send it to you, which I did. I sent carbons 01 all transactions to Mr. Burke, 
whom I met several days later. He was pleased that I had done so and was willing 
to make restitution. He had contacted his source which is unknown to me, and they 
were willing to make restitution to him. I know Mr. Burke thought the coin to 
be genuine. If I may be of any further help, please do not hesitate to contact 
me.

We have examined the 1955 double die cent which you 
have submitted to us. 

It is artificially colored, fhe entire reverse, but 
not the obverse,shows striations at a k5° angle from upper 
right to lower left from improper rolling of the 3 trip fro® 
which the planchet was cut. 

The reverse is exactly 160° offset from the obverse 
if the obverse is turned on it3 horizontal axis. There is 
a wide horizontal dent across the right upright of N in ONE 
at a height just above the oross bar of the adjacent E. 

There is a vertical dent on and extending below the base 
of the second T in 3TATES. There is a V-shaped dent below 
and to the left of the right foot of H in ONE with its point 
aiming at the top of the right leg of the N in CENT. There is 
a ” A u r r egU J ar check mark shaped dent found below E in AMERICA 
with the long segment upright. The top of the letters ONE 
show doubling. There is a thin horizontal dent between the 
last two lines of the legend slightly nearer the lower line 
and left of the o first S of STATES above. There is a line 
dent sloping 30 down to the right beginning to the right of 
the top point of the left wheat stem. There are two vertical 
scratches on the edge indicating that the collar was not very 
smooth.

Your 28 August 1989 inquiry about your United States 1804 dollar was sent 
to us for reply by the American Numismatic Society in New York. As you know, 
your letter was forwarded to it by the United States Embassy in Rangoon and 
our reply is sent to that United States Embassy for delivery to you. We are 
glad to be of help to you. 

The letter you sent enclosed a rubbing of your coin but does not indicate 
many important details concerning the coin. Its weight, its specific gravity 
its metal, its diameter, its edge markings would be necessary to know. 

Your piece however appears to be a common forgery, many of which were made 
in Hong Kong and sold throughout Malaysia, Singapore, Thailand and USA. Most 
forgeries have no edge lettering which reads ONE DOLLAR OR UNIT HUNDRED CENTS 

I personally have written a book on the subject of the 1804 dollar. The coin 
is not a genuine U.S. issue of 1804 even though one recently sold for almost 
one million dollars here. It is a fantasy made for diplomatic purposes in 
1834 and in violation of U.S. law. 

Please don't be deceived by the farmers field origin as this is a customary 
provenance for forgeries. 

We hope we have been helpful.
